The name “EDISTO” is for the beauti- 
ful Edisto River which attractively curves 
so silently and gracefully alongside the 
world famed Edisto Gardens in Orange- 
burg, South Carolina, 


EDISTO has been blooming in our gar- 
den alongside many of the best known 
varieties, and, although it has never been 
called to the attention of or especially 
pointed out to any visitors, EDISTO has 
never failed to cause very favorable com- 
ment, such as “My, what is that ‘Gawjus’ 
one over there?” or “I must get a better 
look at that one it is simply ‘“GAWJUS’,” 

-and on and on, etc. 


The flowers are borne on good sturdy 
scapes, about thirty inches high; starts 
booming early-midseason and repeats. The 
color is a rich old-gold self, with a bright 
reddish halo. It is a daybloomer and the 
foliage is evergreen here. The flowers 
are of good heavy texture and about five 
to six inches in diameter. Each floret has 
an individual stem from one inch to six 
inches long, The proliferations often bloom 
while still on the scape.
